Information cornea from the 
inland of Hawaii to tho effect that the 
residents are contemplating secession 
from the group, claiming as a reason for 
the step tluit they do not receive their 
sluvro of money for public improve- 
ments. 
Tho Hawaiian government is now put- 


ting into effect muaaurea to equalize and 
perhaps change altogether the immi- 
gration stream. A limited number of 
Chineeo Held laborers aro to bo brought 
in under restrictions! by authority of tho 
act of 1S92. For tho present the board 
of immigration will ro(UBO(iill applica- 
tions for further importations of Jap- 
aneeo contract laborers. 


Hia tho intention of tho government 


and tho planters to encourage every 
means for Immigrating white people. 
Negotiations are now under way for 
moro Portuguese. In this regard mat- 
ters may shape themaelvtsa in a manner 
that may delay Minister Thuraton in 
this country. It is understood that a 
new immigration bureau ia to be cre- 
ated, and if ao ho will bo offered the 
chairmanship.

He Will be Given Abundant Time 


to Prepare His Defense. 


AN FRANCISCO, May It. — Theodore 


Durnint will spend several quiet weeks 
in the county jail before he is placed on 
trial for hislifeforthemiirderof Blanche 
Lament and Minnie Williams. The po- 
lice will not hurry him to trial, desiring 
to give him abundant time to prepare 
1:- defense. The case will, therefore, 


be called until July. Chief of De- 


tectives Lees stiid today that tho su- 
preme court had passed strictures on tho 
police department for having brought to 
speedy trial Fredericks, who shot Bunk 
Teller Herrick. Though Lees believes 
the criticism unjust, ho said the su- 
preme court would bo given no opportu- 
nity for finding the same fault in Dur- 
rani's case.

SAN FRAKCISCO, May 6.—Mrs. .lane L. 


•Stanford has filed in the United States 
circuit court a demurrer to the suit 
brought by the government against the 
Stanford estate to recover $15,000,000 
advanced by the United States for the 
construction of the Central Pacific rail- 
road. The demurrer seta forth that the 
only obligation or liability ever created 
by the government in fnvorof the "United 
States against the Central Pacific and 
Western Pacilic railroads was on the 
bonds guaranteed by the government, 
which it is claimed do not constitute a 
debt against either of the companies or 
a right to demand payment from them, 
because of the bonds failing of redemp- 
tion. The demurrer continues that the 
only relief open to the government is 
the confiscation of the corporations. It 
is further contended that no valid claim 
was ever presented to Leland Stanford 
•during hia life or to hia widow since his 
death. This, it is claimed, vitiates any 
Claims that the United States might 
have had.

The deficiency of heat and loss of 


moisture and cloudy weather in the 
upper S'icrainento valley aud in tho 
greater portion of tho Han Joaquin val- 
ley, has greatly increased tho prospects 
for lato sown grain to make a tolerably 
fair crop, and has also extended tho life 
of tho valley pasturage, hut Ima retard- 
ed the ripening of early fruits and ber- 
ries, and slightly damaged hay in nil 
portions of tho state where cut. Three 
thousand acres in the lower San Joa- 
quin valley waa more or less damaged. 
Pears, apricots unrl prunes appear to bo 
shorter, while fruit is dropping on ac- 
count of the lack of sunshine. Poaches 
will no doubt bo a very good crop, as 
favorable reports are received from the 
peach belts of the Htuty, although curl 
leaf is reported in some orchards. 


Tho fruit crop appears to bo consider- 


ably shortened by the excessive drop- 
ping, no doubt duo to lato frosts in April 
and the moiBture along the rivera whoro 
n great deal of fruit is grown. Oranges 
and 
lemons aro making a vigorous 


growth for so early in the season. 


Hay will bo a pretty fair crop and of 


good quality. Hops are doing well and 
training will commence in about ten 
days, more or leas, according to tho loca- 
tion of the yards. Tho greatoat need of 
the present time is for more sunshine 
and wanner weather without the heated 
northerly winds which ore sometimes 
prevalent during the last of May and 
tirst of Juno. 
The past week's weather has been a 


most favorable one for all products 
grown in the state.

WASHINGTON, May (t.—Seiior Enrique 


Dupuy do Lome, the new Spanish min- 
ister, was presented to the President to- 
day by tho acting Secretary of State 
Uhl. The minfotcr presented his let- 
ters, addressing him in the name of 
King Don Alfonso XI IL and refers to 
the fact that he had come for thu third 
time to servo his sovereign at Washing- 
ton.

Until recently no oranges of the best 


varieties have been produced in Fresno, 
famed as is that magnificent county for 
general 
fertility and productiveness. 


Now, 
however, that the Washington 


navols and Mediterranean sweet oranges 
are coming into bearing the condition of 
things has decidedly changed, since it 
has boon demonstrated that both in 
tlavor and size tho fruit ranks with tho 
very best. The same remarks apply also 
to the Villa Franca and Lisbon lemon, 
and tho development of the troo proves 
beyond a doubt that the climato ia per- 
fectly adapted to tho insuring of the very 
bust growth. 


There is certainly no reason why or- 


anges and fruits of the like order should 
not attain perfection in Fresno, since, as 
may bo noted, tho same thermal belt in 
which is situated I'ortemlle, which 
place took the premium for oranges in 
Southern California, 
commences in 


Fresno county and extends through to 
Kern, its width varying from one to 
four miles. In this holt in Fresno are 
ihout 200 acres of trees 8 years old, ami 
bout eighteen acres which wore set out 
.wontv years ago. 
This gaaHOii tho 


Fresno Nursery Company, which owns 
,ho only citrus nursery in the county, 
HIS sold enough treos to plant 100 acres 
ttorc, but it is expected that the total 
area Hot out during the year will ap- 
proach 150 acres, aa tho period during 
which citrus trees may bo planted will 
not end until June. In point of fnct all 
tho largo imiiiters have dulaytul doing 
inything until within the last few days. 
The citrua nursery already referred to is 
2 years old, and at the beginning of the 
season contained something like 75,000 
trees. 
It should bo stated that the impetus 


which has been given thia year to the 
planting of citrus treen is duo to the dis- 
covery said to have been mado that the 
fruit of the Fresno valley ia Irom a 
month to six weeks earlier than that ui 
Southern CaUornia, while the former 
locality is asserted to be considerably 
less liable to fro3t than the territory 
lying further to the southward. 


In ppite of the fervor with which tli 


residents of Fresno country are embark 
;ng in the citrus fruit industry, and the 
extent of territory which is being plant 
ed, it is not considered that there will hi 
any dungur of overproduction resulting 
certainly not for many years to come 
The Fresno planters appear to reason 
that if 75,000 acres will supply the de 
round an additional 20,000 might undo 
circumstances, it is true, glut tho 
ket, but would not do so if the produc 
were placed before consumers at diffei

*nd puts the advocates of the tariff o 
a substantial footing for an appeal.
